CHANGE IN 
DISTRICT COURTS 

Formation of two district 
courts i nthis province, instead 
of there being one in each of 
the sixteen judicial districts, 
is provided for in a bill to am¬ 
end the District Courts Act 
just submitted to the legisla¬ 
ture, The act provides for one 
district court in Northern Al¬ 
berta, having jurisdiction in 
the territory north of and in¬ 
cluding Red Deer. The district 
court of southern Alberta wou¬ 
ld function in the region south 
of Red Deer. Five judges would 
comprise the district court of 
Northern Alberta with a simil¬ 
ar number for the southern Al¬ 
berta territory. 

ALBERTA SCHOOL 
STATISTICS 

A total of 339 ) school dist¬ 
ricts with 5,729 rooms, weie in 
operation in 1932 according t 
the annual report of the prov¬ 
incial department of education. 
The total enrolment in these 
schools was 170,795. There were 
5,844 teachers employed. The 
enrolment in the 59 city and 
town schools was 56,744, while 
in 17 separate schools there 
were 5,131 pupils and 42,643 
in other graded schools. In 646 
consolidated schools there were 
7193 pupils.. The record of att¬ 
endance ’for all schools was 
90.02 p.c. of the monthly enrol¬ 
ment. The average number of 
days for which the schools kept 
open was 195 while 96.7 p.c. 
of the schools kept open for 
more than 160 days. The inter¬ 
esting feature of the report »s 
the fact that since 1912 the per 
centage of pupils in grades 7 
t Q 12 has increased from 14.66 
p.c. to 32.42 p.c.
